REMARKS 

The Examiner has identified the application as containing claims directed to more than 
one distinct species. The Examiner has required the applicant to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted. 

In particular, the Examiner requires that applicant elect a single specific catalyst for the 
production of acetic acid. The Examiner states that the species are the various different catalysts 
made by the processes set forth in claims 1-25. The Examiner states that the response must also 
identify the claims readable on the elected species, including claims subsequently added. 

In response to the election of species requirement, applicants hereby elect the species that 
corresponds to the catalyst of Example 1 . Hie catalyst of the elected species includes (a) 
palladium, (b) silicotungstic acid (specifically 1-12-silicotungstic acid), (c) Te, and (d) Zn. 
Claims readable on the elected species are believed to include at least claim 7-13, 23 and 24. 
This election is made without teaverse. 

Applicants have amended the specification at pages 47 and 48 to delete certain analysis 
results of Example 1 and Comparative Example 1 that were erroneously described.
